CREATES LAKE. 


As the Colorado has slight fall above 
the dam, on the closing of the sluice 
gates, there will be’ created a lake 
abcut ten miles in length, constituting 
a great settling basin for the turbid 
waters of the stream. Most of the 
year the Colorado is true to its name, 
for it is “red” with silt from the earth 
and rock it has torn away in its tor- 
rential rush through the abysmal 
cafions above and along its course 
from near the northern boundary liné 
of the Territory. As has been dem- 
onstrated in other waterways near by, 
this sift forms a serious problem of 
administration and expense when al- 
lowed to enter the headings and to set- 
tle in che popes reaches of the canals. 
This q fon has been studied deeply 
by the Reclamation Service men, Who 
believe they have succeeded in mini- 
mizing the trouble. Much of the allt 
undoubtedly will be deposited in the 
ten miles of quiet water above. When 
the flow reaches the dam, that part 
drawn off for the canals will be di- 
verted through concrete siluiceways, 
with slight fall, and in these channels 
it is expected that a very large pro- 
portion of the solid matter will be de- 

ited, where it can be flushed out 
ay wished by simply raising the great 
sluice gates that form an exten- 
sion of the line of the dam. At the 
side of the sluiceway are canal gates 
of novel design, opening from the to 
instead of from the tom, as is usua 
This is accomplished very simply by 
sliding planks into grooves cut into the 
sides of the many narrow openings. 
These “flash boards” will be set ac- 
cording to the stage of .the river, to 
skim only the top and clear a few 
inches of the flow. 
, CANAL SYSTEM. 

With the Laguna Lake as its heart, 
leading from it will be the artertal sys- 
tem of canals, carrying a life-giving 
flow to lands now arid on both sides 
of the river. Originally, the main 
canal was projected for the eastern 
side of.the stream, crossing the Gila 
channel by syphons and then led west- 
ward to Yuma, parallel with the Glas 
southern bank. But that would have 
been a long and expensive course. 
Later plans terminate the eastern 
canal at the north bank of the Gila. 
The main canal is ta be built down the 
western side of the Colorado to 


distance and grade and therefore gain- 
ing ground in additional acreage to be 
covered, down as far as the Mexican 
line on the eastern, or southern side, 
of the river. Thus the larger of the 
Laguna headgates have been trans- 
ferred to the side. 

For a mile and three-quarters below 
them is to be a mighty canal, this up 
per stretch ending in a ten-foot drop, 
whereat will be developed much and 
valuable electrical power. Work upon 
this upper section of canal has only 
lately been undertaken. In addition 
to 5660 teams employed, on the reser- 
vation canals, two powerful steam 
shovels have been taken from the fin- 
ished work on the quarries at the dam 
and have been added to the digging 
force, together with a half dozen loco- 
motives and scores of dump cars, the 
combination being a miniature repre- 
sentation of the operations on the Pa- 
nama Canal. The smaller branch 
canal that will supply the Indians 
with water is nearly done and it is 
not improbable that the aboriginal 
farmers will be the first to profit 
through the white man’s philanthropy. 
Plans for the other canals seem to be 
a bit unsettied, though it is probable 


that the Yuma supply canal. the main 
artery of the system, will be built 
some distance back from the river, 


skirting the higher land to be irrigated 
on the reservation. 
SYPHON CROSSES RIVER. 

The syphon crossing under the Colo- 
rado is to be fourteen feet in diameter, 
inside, built of concrete and steel, sunk 
well below the river bed. It will be so 
pitched that water will pass th 
at high velocity, thus avoiding silt 
deposit. Below Tuma will de two 
canals, one skirting the high mesa 
and the other near the river. This 
district is naturally drained by a 
slough, back into the river.

MADISON (Wis.) March %.—(Ex- 
clusive Diapatch.)
